Pot patients left ‘hanging’ 


Quinn leaves cannabis 
licenses to Rauner

Pat Quinn left the Illinois governor’s office 
Monday without awarding medical marijuana 
business licenses, prompting criticism of the 
delay in getting the drug to patients. 

“I was crushed,” said Jim Champion, an 
Army veteran with multiple sclerosis who was 
named to the governor’s medical cannabis ad- 
visory board. “He just left the sick and the dy- 
ing hanging.” 

The Illinois Cannabis Industry Associa- 
tion, a trade group, also expressed disappoint- 
ment, as did state Rep. Lou Lang, the Skokie 
Democrat who sponsored the legislation. 

“The people suffering from cancer [and] 
epilepsy will be further victimized by the gov- 
ernor’s failure to do his job,” Lang said. 

The process for determining which busi- 


nesses will be allowed to grow and sell medical 
cannabis is now left for incoming Gov. Bruce 
Rauner. He has criticized the selection proce- 
dures as secretive and suggested auctioning 
business licenses to the highest bidders. 

Quinn signed the law authorizing a four- 
year medical marijuana pilot program in Au- 
gust 2013. It took state agencies all of 2014 to 
develop rules and the application process for 
patients and businesses. So far, the state has 
awarded permits to only about 650 patients. 
Under the current law and rules, the state will 
award licenses for up to 21 growing facilities 
and 60 retail outlets, based on evaluations of 
their business and security plans. 

Quinn also on Monday called for eliminat- 
ing criminal background checks for patients, 
extending the pilot program another two 
years and allowing 22 growing centers. 

His office issued the following statement: 
“The governor believes we must get relief to 


those who need it as soon as possible, but it 
has to be done right in a fair and careful way 
It shouldn’t be rushed out last minute. The 
agencies in charge of awarding these licenses 
have already completed most of the work in 
full accordance with the law, and the new ad- 
ministration will now administer the rest.” 

Rauner is bound by current law and rules 
dictating how the licenses will be awarded, 
unless he seeks changes in legislation, but of- 
ficials would not say what he will do. 

“During the campaign, Bruce called for a 
more transparent process and an open auc- 
tion for these licenses,” spokesman Lance 
Trover wrote in an email. ‘A Rauner adminis- 
tration will review the status of the program 
and act accordingly” 

As one of his last deeds, Quinn named an 
advisory board of doctors, nurses and patients 
who will consider expanding the list of medical 
conditions that qualify for medical marijuana.

“One day somebody saw me in a hall, like 
out in a hallway like, ‘Hey, everything OK?’ 
I’m like ‘No, not really’ I explained what was 
going on and that I had recently started di- 
alysis and I wasn’t feeling all that well,” said 
Szczecinski, now president of Newport Coast 
Asset Management. “So he introduced me to 
Joe, who at the time was leading the prayer 
ministry at the church, because they figured, 
if I’m sick, what else do you need, people to 
pray for you.” 

Once Barrett, then 46, learned of Szc- 
zecinski’s need, he volunteered to give a kid- 
ney, purely, Barrett said, as the last in line. 
He knew Szczecinski, then 29, had plenty of 
friends and family who had offered to be po- 
tential donors. But one by one, those options 
were eliminated. In the meantime, the two 
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to see dialysis for the first time, and I’m telling 
you, I don’t know how familiar you are with 
it, but my assumption was miracle machine, 
everything’s rosy for all these people, you just 
sit there and go through it. It’s a nightmare. 
It’s a horrible thing to experience.” 

Barrett said about 60 people were in that 
dialysis unit, including one who really stood 
out to the pair. “Remember that kinda short, 
looked-like-a-football-player kid?” he asked 
Szczecinski. “That was maybe 25, 22 maybe? 
He looked like every small-town America’s 
football guy, right?” 

The guy was angry— justifiably so. “He 
knew he was getting closer and closer to 
death, and no one in his family would dare 
[donate],” Barrett said. “And he was an ag- 
gressive kind of guy, and I could tell after he 
met me and heard my story with Brad, that 
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everyone was afraid.” The young man died 
about three weeks before Szczecinski re- 
ceived his new kidney 

Eventually it became clear that the last in 
line also was Szczecinski’s only option. He 
had lost about 50 pounds from the kidney 
disease, and was in the ICU for the final two 
months before his surgery Barrett said his 
parents, at first, were nervous about him do- 
nating to a near-stranger, but came around 
once he taught them enough about the pro- 
cess. Szczecinski’s, naturally, were over the 
moon— especially his mom. 

“[She] called him her angel, something like 
that, and every event in his life since, whether 
it was our kidney anniversary or his birthday, 
would send him some type of angel thing,” 
Szczecinski said. “Including ceramic or stone 
angels. Perfect for a high-rise condo.” 
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New rules push for 
longevity matching

A drop in the Salvation Army bucket during the 
holidays, five cents donated through your gro- 
cery bill for bringing reusable bags. It’s pretty 
easy to donate without a second thought. 

But what about giving someone a kidney? 

The demand certainly is there. Kidneys are, 
by far, the most in-demand organ— as of Dec. 
2 6, 109,789 people were on the national waiting 
list. And on Dec. 4, a change to the way kidneys 
are allocated went into effect. Instead of pulling 
matches from the list solely on a first-come, first- 
served basis, the United Network for Organ 
Sharing (1) system now uses longevity matching 

( 2 ) for its kidney recipients. It could be a huge 
boon for younger people seeking a kidney 

“I’m nearly 68; if I was the next person up 
on the waiting list for a kidney and we had a 
20-year-old donor, I would get that kidney Yet 
two people below me 
sits {another} 20 -year- 
old. Who’s gonna 
live longer with that 
20 -year-old kidney?” 
said Doug Penrod, 
registered nurse and 
outreach coordina- 
tor for Northwestern 
Medicine’s Comprehensive Transplant Center, 
explaining the flaw addressed by the change. 
“Since the amount of organs hasn’t really sig- 
nificantly increased, but the demand has huge- 
ly increased, we needed to do a better job with 
what we have.” 

Penrod himself is a kidney donor, having par- 
ticipated in a four-way domino paired exchange 

( 3 ) in 2008. No, he didn’t have a prior friend- 
ship with the woman he donated to, and no, 
they don’t really keep up these days. 

“I had no idea who I donated to until the 
next day” he said. ‘And that in some ways may 
have made it somewhat easier emotionally to 
do this whole thing and then not have concerns 
about, well, is she taking care of my kidney OK? 
Is she treating it good? Or me worrying about, 
oh God, did I give her a good enough kidney?” 

John Friedewald, a transplant nephrologist 
and director of clinical research for Northwest- 
ern’s Comprehensive Transplant Center, said 
even though the hospital is a big transplant cen- 
ter, they only see non-directed donors ( 4 ) like 
Penrod “a couple of times a year.”

“Oftentimes, they’re either people who have 
been touched by transplant in some way ... or ... 
people who are serial blood donors and want to 
do more,” said Friedewald, who was chairman 
of the United Network for Organ Sharing kid- 
ney committee when the new allocation policy 
was passed. “Some people just do that because 
they think it’s important.” 

But a couple of times a year isn’t going to 
put a dent in the list. “It’s like I tell people, if 
we didn’t put another person on the list start- 
ing today it would take us eight and a half years 
to transplant everybody with the current organ 
supply” Penrod said. “So how are we ever gonna 
catch up and do that?” 

Dispelling myths will certainly help. Friede- 
wald said Hollywood doesn’t do doctors favors 
when it comes to sensational stories, and Joe 
Barrett, who donated a kidney 18 years ago, rat- 
tled off a list of wacky comments he’s gotten, 
from how much the surgery must have hurt to 
how much it must have cost him to donate. 

“What I did was absolutely nothing. It didn’t 
shorten my life, it didn’t hurt, it wasn’t bad for 
me,” he said. “Everybody goes, ‘Oh, you donat- 
ed a kidney’ like it’s a big deal. It’s nothing. And 
if we could get it across to everybody that it’s 
nothing, by next week we could have 60,000 
people off of dialysis.” 

“This is where we do our ‘Seinfeld’ bit,” re- 
plied Brad Szczecinski, who received Barrett’s 
kidney “It’s like, where {Jerry Seinfeld} is like 
‘This show’s about nothing!’ Well, it’s about 
something, it is something ... but the procedures 
have gotten significantly more streamlined. 
There’s one small incision and two little pin- 
holes and the donors are, sometimes can be out 
the same day usually the next day they’re back 
out, and they’re back to work a day or two after 
that ... but it really is pretty seamless, pain-free

Survivors of Nigeria 
attack describe killings 

Survivors of an assault by Islamic militants that killed 
a large number of civilians in Nigeria have described 
days of relentless violence in which, one witness said, 
some people were slaughtered “like insects.” 

The accounts were given by villagers who fled the 
carnage in and around Baga, a town in the northeast- 
ern corner of Nigeria. The killing unfolded over sev- 
eral days after Boko Haram fighters seized a military 
base there Jan. 3. Amnesty International has said there 
are reports the death toll could be as high as 2,000, al- 
though Maj. Gen. Chris Olukolade, a military spokes- 
man, said Monday the evidence available so far indi- 
cates a death toll of no more than 150.
